AN EMPIRE STATE "HEAVEN" 
The plans of the strange black man 


calling himself "Father Divine," to estab- 
lish a cooperative "heaven" in Ulster 
County, New York, 
probably deserve 


more attention than his recent adventures 
with the New York police. 


Ulster is on the southern edge of the 


Catskills, across the Hudson river from 
Poughkeepsie. The cult leader has ac- 
quired a large amount of land there and 
already operates about two dozen farming 
and other 
enterprises. 
Apparently he 


hopes to use the whole 
county 
for a 


scheme reminiscent of the famous Brook 
Farm experiment in 
New England or, 


more accurately perhaps, the Shaker com- 
munity in Ohio, which was of a definite- 
ly religious nature. His white secretary, 
John Lamb, makes this surprising state- 
ment: 


"Father Devine is going to make Ul- 


ster County into a model community 
that will be an example to the United 
States government. It is he who can 
actually bring capital and_ labor to- 


. gether. His plan will be of "great ben- 


efit to the county and will not be re- 
sisted, I am sure, by the local resi- 
dents when they understand it. 


"All the enterprises are in separate 


„ units under the direction of Father 


Divine, at the present time, and the 
new units to be added will also be sep- 
arate enterprises self-financed and 
self-operating. If people have money 
to invest, they cannot do better than 
begin an Ulster County enterprise. 
They must be interested in the move- 
ment and be prepared to make in- 
dividual sacrifices.

- ^"Investors will have no labor trou- 


~ bles. The angels and followers of the 
Father will not seek wages, but will 
be content-to live in a state of coop- 
eration and heavenly exaltation. For 
this reason the Divine enterprises can 
meet and defeat any competition that 
comes." 
Here is indeed a curious economic ad- 


venture, not to mention its social and 
religious aspects. 


THE SPIRIT OF STRIKERS 


The sit-down strike as a social or in- 


dustrial fact seems ominous. Yet some 
things about that Detroit situation are 
not so bad. 


"When word was passed to the men oc- 


cupying one of the big Chrysler plants 
to march out, last Friday morning, they 
replied that they couldn't leave until af- 
ternoon. Why? They said they had to 
clean everything up and leave the plant 
ship-shape. 
There 
was 
apparently no 


sabotage, no disorder, no appropriation 
of anything. Their own self-respect de- 
manded that. Even while "seizing" the 
property, they respected it. 


A newspaper man who had seen sit- 


down strikes in France was astonished at 
the difference in spirit. At the great 
strikers' celebration that 
evening they 


were not fierce or vengeful. They re- 
minded him of a baseball crowd. 
The 


men booed, as their speakers mentioned 
the names of public officials they didn't 
like; but they were humorous Voos. "They 
were booing for the fun of booing." The 
wnole crowd was orderly and good-na- 
tured. 


In and around the plants, before that, 


the reporter had seen the same frolic- 
some and unvengcful spirit. They had a 
bar.d that played 
lively 
music. They 


marched and laughed. 
On the streets 


they acted much like American Legion- 
naires at a convention. 
Strikers, spec- 


tators and police got along together. Along 
came an American flag, and they doffed 
their hats. 


Most of them, by the way. were young 


—mostly under -50, many mere boys. 


Surely there is no deep discontent, no 


class hatred, nothing to tear our Ameri- 
can society apart, in a scene like that 
Thcrc is no revolution. 
As a calm em- 


ployer said, "This is just a phase of our 
growing pains."' 


SCHOOL RADIO 


A school official in New Yorl- wants 


radios established in all the metropolitan 
schools, to make school work "more ex- 
citing and more vital." 


They would make it more exciting, at 


least. And there would probably be no 
harm in that. Pupils need to be waked up 
occasionally. 


Dr. Joseph M. Shechan, the official re- 


ferred to, makes « pretty food cue for 
his proposal. The radio, he argues* would 
help modernize educational processes. 
Unusual.Ulenl in any school, or any loom, 
or any teacher or class; could be made 
available. For everybody in that school 


or in other schools. It would be stimu- 
lating. 


As for the fear of "propaganda" ex- 


pressed by some objectors, he say* the 
radio wouldn't be used to drive into chil- 
dren's minds "particular points of view." 
Anyway, • teacher who wants to "'can 
do more propagandizing in a classroom 
than all the radios in the world."

THE REAL ISSUE 


While published opinion seems nearly unani- 


mous that the supreme court's new liberalism 
is an argument against the president's judiciary 
"reform" plan, it is well not to ox-crlook the fact 
that a cood many people sec it in just the op- 
posite light 


One popular x-icw has it that the court, in de- 


ciding the Wagner Act cases as it did. showed 
it was influenced by political or. at any rate, 
politic considerations. If that is so. it is said 
what is the harm in influencing it some more? 
Do not these decisions demonstrate the presi- 
dent was right after all: that the court is not 
governed by the constitution so much as by 
what itt majority predilections or it* better 
judgment may counsel it to say is the constitu- 
tion at any gix-cn time? 


This argument which, we regret to note, has 


been used by senatorial supporters of the presi- 
dent's plan, seems alarmingly blind lo the fun- 
damental issue. That issue, of course, is judicial 
independence. 


It is no nox-clty to find that the supreme court 


is capable of changing its mind in response to 
changing conditions or developing public opin- 
ion. In the early days of the Sherman law it 
held that the American Sugar Refining com- 
pany, of all corporations, was not encaged in 
interstate commerce. But that did not prevent it 
from later evolving a broad application of ihe 
anti-trust law to cover nearly all American 
business. 


The point is. however, that in this and other 


instances it changed its own mind. It did not 
have its mind changed for it by political pres- 
sures originating with the elected branches of 
the government 


Actually, if it be conceded that the court In 


the Wagner Act cases broadened its construc- 
tion of interstate commerce simply to s*ve iu 
own hide, the resultant argument must go the 
more strongly against not for, the president'* 
plan.

PSORIASIS, ARTHRITIS AND 


VITAMIN D 


A chronic skin rash of roundish 


patches of white dry harsh adher 
ent scales on a red infiltrated base 
worse in winter, better in summer 
with little itching or other discern 
fort, often confused with eczema,! 
called psoriasis. Sometimes patches 
of seborrheic dermatitis (a common 
cause of baldness resemble psoria- 
sis patches, but the seborrhea (ex 
cessive flow of skin oil) makes the 
scales greasy, soft, yellowish and 
easily removed, as compared with 
the hard, dry, white, adherent scales 
of psoriasis. Then there are one or 
two other skin lesions that puzzle 
anybody but a dermatologist to 
diagnose, particularly lichen planu 
and some cases of chronic eczema 
or dermatitis. A medical skin spe 
cialist (dermatologist) is never at a 
loss for a name for the trouble, bul 
when it comes to the cure often 
enough the plodding old genera 
practitioner can cure the patien 
even if he splits no hairs in diagno- 
sis. When all is said and done the 
treatment of psoriasis; lichen plan- 
us, pityriasis rosea, dematis sebor- 
rheica and so on is all pretty much 
the same whatever hog Latin name 
you apply to the condition. 
Every once in a while some doc- 


tor reports a case of "arthropothis 
psoriatica," or in English joint dis- 
ease with psoriasis as a complica- 
tion or vice versa. As tho this were 
rare. However, all of the old medi- 
cal writers have speculated on the 
association of these two diseases. 


In such a case recently reported 


the psoriasis was treated only with 
crude coal tar ointment (1 per cent) 
applied to the lesions every night, 
and the arthritis, involving knees, 
ankles, elbows, wrists and hands, 
was treated with ultraviolet radia- 
tions each morning, the radiations 
being of gradually increasing in- 
tensity and duration. In five weeks 
of this treatment the skin lesions 
cleared up an soon afterward the 
joint trouble cleared up and the 
patient returned 
•work as a janitor.

It has been recognized for sev- 
eral years that adequate daily doses 
of vitamin D internally and applied 
directly to the lesions will give the 
most satisfactory results in a great 
many obstinate cases of psoriasis, 
chronic dry eczema, lichen planus, 
pityriasis or other forms of dry. 
harsh, scaly skin disease. 


It has been observed in the past 


two or three years that massive 
doses of vitamin D (from 200.000 to 
600.000 units daily lor several 
months) will bring about steady im- 
provement and ultimately great re- 
lief if not cure in many cases of 
chronic arthritis where all other 
remedial measures have failed. This 
treatment seems especially effective 
along with fever treatment or heat 
treatment of one kind or another.

the Southwest'' which she described for the Appleton branch j 
of the American Association of University AVonien "Wednesday 
night at the home of .Mrs. George Danta, Jr., in Mcnasha. 
H 


was the «ssociatiou'i> last meeting this season. 


Mrs. 
Case, whose home is in Chicago, studied ouc summer 


with Ernest Thompson JSeton in the soutInvest and another sum- 
mer with Kenneth Chapman in the bureau of anthropology. 
She is an authority on the art of the southwest and Mexican 
Indians, and was adopted by the Sioux tribe and given the name 
Yellow Singing Bird. Mrs. Bant a, who introduced the speak- 
er, smilingly called herself a fellow Indian, for she lias been 
adopted by the Blackfoot tribe. 


Live In Towns 


Beginning her discussion with an account of the Pueblo In- 


dians of New Mexico. j\Irs. 
Case explained that pueblo was 
the Spanish word for town and 
designated those Indians who 
lived 
in towns rather than 


-alone. ' She had two tables 
filled 
with pottery, baskets, 


paintings and 
blankets and 


used these to illustrate her lec- 
ture. 


The Pueblo village of San llde- 


fonso is famous for the black pot- 
tery of Maria Martinez, she said, 
showing one of her pieces o£ work 
and explaining how it was made. 
The black color. Mrs. Case said, is 
acquired in the firing. If one wants 
the red clay color to remain, he 
gives the fire plenty of air; if one 
wants the vessel to become black, 
he smothers the fire, producing a 
smudge. 


Pottery known 
as "black 
or 


white," a very old .type, is made 
in the village of Cochiti, where the 
women love to use the symbols of 
the cloud, the rain and the lightning. 
It is an old Indian belief, Mrs. 
Case explained, that the more they 
used those symbols, the belter 
chance they had of getting ram. 


Shows Pottery- 


Mrs. Case showed also an ex- 


ample of the pottery work done at 
Acoma. the high plateau commun- 
ity made famous by Willa Gather in 
her "Death Comes for the Arch- 
bishop." The fine piece of Acoma 
pottery which she had was almost 
as thin as china and had consid- 
erably more color and decoration 
than the average pottery, she said. 


Turning to the Hop! Indians of 


Arizona, Mrs. Case spoke particu- 
larly about their baskets and water 
color painting. 


"Authorities have said that no 


one on the world can make a better 
basket than our -American Indian." 
Mrs. Case declared. When she was 
m the southwest, she tried to make 
one of the baskets which have a 
. declivity on the bottom so that 
they may easily be carried on the 
, head. It was a difficult thing to do. 
and she had to give up. 


Feet Humble 


"It makes one feel humble in the 


presence of Indians who can do i 
such things." she said.

The latest art among the In-' 


dians is water color painting, she 
went on. The Indians, of course. 
have always been painting, but it 
was not until about 20 years ago

The Navajo Indians. Mrs. Case

Reports Findings on 


7-Year Test 


Apple trees irrigated and heavily 


mulched with straw produce about 
twice as many apples as trees with- 
out irrigation and mulch, a depart- 
ment of agriculture report to R. C. 
Swanson, county agent, states. 


The report is based on a 7-year 


experiment on shallow soils with 
poor water capacity. This soil was 
about two feet deep and had a wa- 
ter-holding capacity of four acre- 
inches—sufficient to carry a tree for 
only one month in hot weather, so 
that an extended drought retarded 
fruit growth. 


A group of Rome Beauty trees was 


divided into four plots. Plot 1. heav- 
ily straw mulched to keep down 
weeds and irrigated, produced a 7- 
year average of 14.1 bushels of 
apples per tree. Plot 2, irrigated, 
spring cultivated, and with a crop 
of sweetclover and weeds, averaged 
12.7 bushels. Plot 3, straw, mulched 
jut with only rainfall, averaged 10.4 
bushels. Plot 4, with only spring 
cultivation and no mulch or irriga- 
ion. averaged only 7.1 bushels.

urns from apple orchards under 
;imilar conditions in other parts of 
he country, J. R, Magness. fruit spe- 
cialist of the bureau of plant indus- 
ry, stated.
